retroactive pay reported to be 
the top item of consideration. 
But the board recessed until to- 
d.-iy without issuing any new di- 
rectives. Retroactive pay is ex- 


pected to again be a prime top- 
ic.

freeze period. 


The board met seven hours 


Tuesday but adjourned until to- 
day without issuing any new 
Phase 2 policy directives. 


A spokesman said the board 


discussed "methods of imple- 
menting its policies pertaining 
to retroactive pay increases." 


Affected most would be about 


100,000 teachers, whose school 
year began during the freeze. 


Secretary of the Treasury 


John B. Connally said Tuesday 
night that the 90-day freeze, 
which ended Sunday, was a 
"resounding success." 


In a speech to the Economic 


Club of New York, Connally 
conceded there may be uncer- 
tainty about rules 
governing 


the economy after the freeze. 
But he said the only way to as- 
sure certainty would be through 
regimentation, control and loss 
of freedom. 


"There are certain things of 


which you can be sure ... ," 
he said. "Your can be certain 
that the rate of inflation will be 
cut roughly in half by the end 
of 1972 ... You can be certain 
that 1972 is going to be a better 
year than 1971." 


Although the administration 


predicted a late-year 
upsurge 


this year, 
industrial output 


measured in October showed a 
much smaller increase than in 
September. 


The Federal Reserve Board 


supplied the latest reading of 
the nation's economic health 
Tuesday, reporting that indus- 
trial production increased by .2 
per cent in October after ad- 
vancing .8 per cent the month 
before. 


The board's official 
index 


measuring output of the na- 
tion's factories, mines and utili- 
ties was 3.6 per cent above the 
low point recorded last Novem- 
ber, but it was still 5 per cent 
below the peak reached in the 
middle of 1969. 


The Commerce Department 


said Tuesday, however, that 
housing starts increased an en- 
couraging 5 per cent in Octo- 
ber, reaching a seasonally ad- 
justed annual rate of 2,050,000 
units. 


Taiwan Loses

and CBS moved Tuesday to cut 
their losses and attempt to im-

schedules. NBC 


made its move 10 days earlier. 


The upheaval begins at the 


end of this month and continues 
through the first of the year. 
Viewers just settling into their 
viewing habits will have to 
start over. 


A dozen or so programs have 


been shifted to new nights and 
different time periods. Twelve 
programs have been canceled 
or temporarily retired, 10 of 
them new series. All but one 
have been scraping the bottom 
of the Nielsen ratings list. 


Network television's 1971 sea- 


son seems to have demonstra- 
ted clearly one fact: Big mo- 
tion picture stars do not neces- 
sarily make big television 
stars. The same is true about 
singing idols. 


Among the ABC programs 


which will soon disappear are 
Shirley MacLaine's "Shirley's 
World," Anthony Quinn's "The 
Man and the City," and Bobby 
Sherman's "Getting Together." 
Henry 
Fonda's "The Smith 


Family" will be shelved until 
spring, presumably 
returning 


only for reruns. None of the 
shows, despite the luster of the 
stars, made the grade with the 
television fans. 


CBS, 
to nobody's surprise, 


will soon divest itself of "The 
Bearcats" and "Chicago Teddy 
Bears," neither of which was 
worth salvaging. The network 
had tough luck when Sandy 
Duncan's "Funny Face" had to 
be discontinued the rest of this 
season after its young star's 
eye surgery and convalescence.

NEW YORK (AP) — Left- 


handed pitcher Vida Blue of the 
Oakland A's was named the 
winner of the American league 
Most Valuable Player award to- 
day. At 22, Blue is the youngest 
player ever to win an MVP 
honor in either league. 


Blue, who won the Cy Young 


Award as the AL's outstanding 
pitcher last month, earned 14 of 
a possible 24 first-place votes 
and 268 points from the Base- 
ball 
Writers 
Association of 


America committee. Sal Bando, 
Blue's Oakland teammate, gar- 
nered four-first place votes and 
182 points to finish second. 


The Robinson boys of the AL- 


champion Baltimore Orioles 
gained the next two places. 
Outfielder Frank Robinson re- 
ceived 170 points and two first- 
place votes 
to 
finish 
third, 


while third baseman Brooks 
Robinson collected 163 points 
and three first-place votes to 
come in fourth. 


Detroit pitcher Mickey Lol- 


ich, runner-up to Blue in the Cy 
Young balloting, got the other 
first-place vote and 
finished 


fifth with 155 points. 


A total of 29 players were 


mentioned in the MVP voting. 
Blue was the only player to be 
named on every ballot. 


Until Blue received the hon- 


or, the youngest player to be 
named MVP was Cincinnati 
catcher Johnny Bench in 1970. 
Bench was just a few weeks 
shy of his 23rd birthday when 
he received his MVP award, 
while Blue will not turn 23 until 
next July 28. 


The hard-throwing left-hand- 


er, in his first full season of 
major league ball, compiled a 
24-8 record, led the league with 
a 1.82 earned run 
average, 


completed 24 of his 39 starts 
and struck out 301 batters. 


In addition to his 14 first- 


four seconds, two thirds and 
one each for fourth, fifth, sev- 
enth and eighth. 


Blue is the fifth pitcher to 


win both the Cy Young and 
MVP honors. Don Newcombe 
did it in 1956, the year the Cy

Tech played 24 sophomores last 
week against Baylor but don't 
get the idea the Red Raiders 
have written off the season. 


"We felt like when we were 


out of the conference race we 
should play some of our young- 
er players," said Tech Coach 
John Carlen. "But, we're still 
trying to win football games." 


A victory over Arkansas Sat- 


urday at Fayetteville would heal 
some of the wounds from what 
has been a disappointing season 
for Tech. 


Tech was 8-4 in 1970, Carlen's 


first year, and big things were 
expected this fall. Some believed 
Tech would break the Texas-Ar- 
kansas 
stranglehold on 
the 


Southwest Conference. 


Instead, the Raiders are 4-6 


for the season and 2-4 in the 
SWC. 


"We're having a year just 


about like last year, except 
we're not winning the close 
ones," Carlen said. "Last year 
a lot of things happened to us 
on a positive side. This year 
it's been the other way around. 


"Actually, the only team that 


beat us this year was Texas 
and that was early in the sea- 
son in Austin before they got 
hurt," Carlen said. 


The Longhorns whipped the 


Raiders 28-0. The other five 
losses have been by a total of 
23 points and a 17-6 loss to TCU 
accounts for half the deficit. 
Prior to last week's 27-0 victory 
over Baylor, Tech had lost to 
TCU, Rice 9-7 and SMU 18-17. 


Carlen says the Raiders sim- 


ply don't have the speed neces- 
sary to get outside the oppon- 
ents' defense. 


"Losing these close ones goes 


back to not having a game 
breaker," he said. 


Carlen said James Mosley 


and Doug McCutchen would 
probably be the Raiders' run- 
ning backs Saturday. He said 
Mosley has 4.9 speed in the 40 
and that McCutchen is a step 
slower.

two alternates will be elected. 
The candidate receiving the 
highest number of votes becomes

The major ASCS 
programs in Hempstead County 
are REAP, Cotton, Feed Grain 
and Price Support Programs. 


Any 
farmer, 
tenant, 
or 


sharecropper, of legal voting 


age, may vote in the election if 
his farm'is eligible to participate 
in any of the ASCS programs 
administered in his community. 
Others who may vote are: a 
minor who supervises or con- 
ducts the farming operation of an 
entire farm; a legal guardian 
who manages a farm for a child; 
and a person representing a legal 
entity such as a partnership or 
corporation. 


Producers who have farm 


interests in more than one 
community may select the 
community in which to vote, but 
may vote in only one community 
in the County. 


Ballots should be voted and 


then sealed inside the plain 
envelope. This envelope should 
then be placed inside the one 
addressed to the County Office. 
This procedure insures the 
secrecy of each vote. The cer- 
tification on the election en- 
velope must be signed and dated 
before being returned to the 
County Office. Voters who 
certify their ballots with an "X" 
for a signature must do so before 
a 
witness 
and obtain 
the 


signature of the witness in order 
for the ballot to be counted. 


A list of known eligible voters 


is open for inspection at the 
County ASCS Office. Any person 
who believes he is an eligible 
voter but is not listed, or has not 
received a ballot in the mail 
within a few days after Nov. 19, 
should inquire at the County 
ASCS as soon as possible.

Casualties 
Lowest in 
Six Years

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


battlefield deaths in Vietnam 
over the past five weeks have 
dropped to the lowest level in 
six years, and now are far out- 
paced by the number of GIs dy- 
ing from accidents and disease. 


Combat deaths have aver- 


aged only six a week since Oct. 
9 compared to an average of 21 
a week from what the Pentagon 
classifies as nonhostile causes. 
The biggest killer is aircraft 
accidents. 


The collision of two U.S. heli- 


copters Monday and the crash 
of another Sunday after me- 
chanical failure, killed four GIs 
and wounded five others. 


I^ast week's casualty toll, an- 


nounced Thursday in Saigon, 
: showed eight Americans killed 
in action. Nonhostile deaths 
numbered 33. 


Although they exceed battle- 


field 
casualties, 
nonhostile 


deaths 
this year 
also have 


dropped to the lowest level in 
six years. The rate, which in- 
creased each year as the num- 
ber of U.S. troops in Vietnam 
increased, has dropped 
each 


year as more and more troops 
were withdrawn. 


This year, nonhostile deaths 


averaged 19 a week, compared 
to 35 in 1970 and a Vietnam war 
peak of 40 in 1969. In 1969 there 
were 543,400 Americans in the 
war zone; 188,000 remain today. 


A Pentagon official said a 


certain number of nonhostile 
deaths is inevitable. 


"There's not much you can 


do with aviation accidents," the 
official 
said. 
"The 
safety 


maintenance program is as ef- 
fective as possible and every 
unit stresses safety." 


Since the war began, 45,594 


Americans have been killed in 
action.

Diabetes May 
Cause Impotence

Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 


been married for 15 years 
and have four lovely chil- 
dren and now, as a man of 
41, I am having sexual prob- 
lems. I seem to be impotent. 


My doctor prescribed med- 


icine and even that doesn't 
help. I suggested to him hor- 
mone shots, but he says no. 
My wife is desperate and so 
am I. Any suggestions as to 
the cause? Also, I am a dia- 
betic. 


Dear Reader—Of course, 


\ou are desperate. That is a 
normal reaction. The "Also, 
1 am a diabetic" is very im- 
portant and is the most like- 
ly cause of your problem. 
Impotence in fairly young 
men is sometimes a compli- 
cation of diabetes. 


The normal reaction is de- 


pendent 
upon the proper 


function of the nervous sys- 
tem. Diabetes can and does 
cause damage to the func- 
tion of nerves. The autonom- 
ic nervous system, automati- 
cally controls the functions 
of the body, s u c h as the 
changes in the size of blood 
vessels, movements in the 
digestive t r a c t and even 
sweating. It is formed by 
nerves coming out of the 
spinal cord. When certain 
nerves are affected the prob- 
lem you have may occur. 


The function of the testi- 


cles may be entirely normal.

hormone as in other men. 
The problem is in the me- 
chanics controlled by the 
nervous system. Normally, 
blood is trapped by closing 
off the normal outflow of 
b l o o d through the veins. 
Closure of blood vessels to 
accomplish this is brought 
about by iierve reflexes. 


Combined with the prob- 


lem of impotency there may 
be changes in the pattern of 
sweating. Some areas of the 
body may no longer sweat. 


Now, 
when impotency is 


caused 
by nerve involve- 


ment from diabetes, it defi- 
nitely . is not caused by a 
psychiatric problem. 
You 


might be sufficiently 
dis- 


tressed to need a little help 
but the best hope is careful 
management of your diabe- 
tes. Hormones will not help 
either, in the form of pills 
or shots. I am sorry to say 
that even if the diabetes is 
well-managed t h i s compli- 
cation can still occur. So 
proper treatment is not a 
guaranteed cure for y o u r 
difficulty. 


I would like to suggest that 


you make a special effort to 
get yourself in top physical 
condition, eliminate any ex- 
cess body fat you may have 
and avoid bad habits, such 
as cigarettes and alcohol. 
There is some evidence that 
individuals w i t h diabetes 
who are in very good condi- 
tion require less insulin and 
do better as long as they 
maintain good physical con- 
dition. 


My answer may not be 


very encouraging to you— 
but there is hope and per- 
haps it will be of some help 
to just understand that dia- 
betes can and does cause 
such problems.

Cars Heroin 
Suspects 
Automatically

NEW YORK (AP) — It was a 


"cold hit." The customs in- 
spector aboard the freighter 
took another, closer look at the 
Volkswagen camper and soon 
96 pounds of pure heroin were 
discovered. 


"We didn't have any informa- 


tion about a specific vehicle, or 
about that particular vehicle," 
explained a special agent of the 
Customs Bureau, "but we were 
concenrating on vehicles." 


The ship had come from Le 


Havre, where the camper had 
been put aboard, and arrived in 
Port Elizabeth, N.J., on April 3. 


The 
smuggling 
of heroin, 


whether from Le Havre of Mar- 
seille or from Orly Airport, is 
usually the last step in the 
French role in the lucrative he- 
roin traffic. 


France plays a key role in 


obtaining the crude product and 
refining it into heroin. Most of 
the refining is done in clandes- 
tine laboratories in the Mar-

Social Security benefits without 
the customary tax increase— 
was shimmering before Con- 
gress today. 


It was evoked when Elliot 


Richardson, 
secretary 
of 


Health, Education and Welfare, 
told newsmen Tuesday he fa- 
vors a proposal to slow down 
the buildup of big Social Secur- 
ity trust funds from the yield of 
payroll taxes. 


Such a change in acturial ac- 


counting could sharply slow 
down the increases in Social Se- 
curity 
taxes 
already 
pro- 


grammed for future years, be- 
ginning in 1972, and due to be 
increased by pending legisla- 
tion. 


While Richardson didn't say 


so, it could defer a maximum 
$145.20 increase in the Social 
Security taxes withheld from 
workers' paychecks. That in- 
crease 
is 
provided 
in 
the 


House-passed bill for a 5-per- 
cent benefit hike next year. The 
Senate is expected at least to 
approve such an increase and 
is quite likely to raise it. 


There were signs of resis- 


tance 
among 
fiscally 
con- 


servative 
members 
of 
the 


House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee who always have insist- 
ed on ample trust-fund provi- 
sions. But even some of the 
critics conceded the proposal's 
appeal might be irresistible to 
their colleagues. 


Richardson told newsmen at 


the White House that he ap- 
proved an advisory council's 
recommendation last spring 
that the Social Security ac- 
counting system be changed.

engagement ring at Christ- 
mas is as popular as ever. In 
fact, more girls get their dia- 
mond during the mistletoe 
season than at any other 
time of year. 


To many girls, however, 


their diamond is no surprise. 
A recent survey by the Dia- 
mond Information Center re- 
vealed that 42 Cr of engaged 
couples select the diamond 
ring together. 


If a diamond is on your 


Christmas list, choose it 
carefully. Start with a visit 
to a reputable Jeweler. Let 
him explain the differences 
in carat, color, clarity and 
cut which determine the 
price of each stone. 


The carat is the acceptable 


standard of weight for dia- 
monds. The word comes from 
the Oriental carob seeds 
which were once used to bal- 
ance the scales in bazaars. 


Each carat consists of 100 


points. Thus, if a diamond is 
50 points, the average size 
for engagement rings, It 
weighs half a carat. 


Nature's Wuy 


There are more small dia- 


monds in nature than large 
ones; and as with everything 
else, rarity increases value. 
Thus, a two-carat diamond 
may cost three times as much 
as a one-carat stone of the 
same quality. 


The color of a diamond 


may be any color of the spec- 
trum. But most diamonds are 
white with a tinge of warm 
body color. Pure white and 
blue-white diamonds are 
very rare and priced accord- 
ingly. 


Because diamonds reflect 


the colors around them, the 
best way to see the true color 
of a stone is to look at it side- 
ways, through its thickest 
part, against a white back- 
ground. 


Clarity refers to the dia- 


mond's freedom from carbon 
spots, bubbles or other natu- 
ral imperfections. A diamond 
is considered flawless only if 
it shows no imperfections to 
an expert using ten-power 
magnification. 


Most diamonds contain 


natural impurities, since 
they are a product of Nature. 
If the impurity cannot be

There's one rule to follow 


in mailing Christmas cards, 
letters and packages — the 
sooner you do it, the better. 
Observing post office dead- 
lines helps avoid the disap- 
pointment of having your 


greetings and gifts arrive 
late. 


Postal authorities recom- 


mend that you have all pack- 
ages and out-of-state letters 
and cards In the mall by 
December 10th. Local greet- 
ing cards should be out by 
December 15th. 


October 15th was the dead- 


line for mailing packages to 
Viet Nam, but you can still 
send them there by air mail 
until December 10th. These 
recommended dates apply al- 
so to areas in the Far East. 


For Canada and Mexico, 


regular mall should be in the 
post office by December 4th. 
Deadline for air mail to these 
countries is December 15th. 


Other out-of-country dead- 


lines for surface and air mall 
are as follows: Europe and 
South and Central America, 
November 15th and Decem- 
ber 13th; Africa and the Near 
East, November 1st and De- 
cember 10th. 


Wrap all packages securely 


in sturdy boxes and heavy 
paper. Tie them with strong 
twine. Be sure to pad fragile 
items. Put the mailing ad- 
dress in the right central 
portion and the return ad- 
dress in the upper left hand 
corner ON ONLY ONE SIDE 
OF THE PACKAGE. For 
speediest delivery, be sure to 
use zip code numbers.

little people and toss them 
out of a window, playing as 
though there is a fire. Then, 
too, to little boys Daddy com- 
ing home is a big event. 
They'll walk up to the front 
door and shout 'I'm home' 
and everyone inside jumps 
to." 


Mr. Hicks commented, 


"This is important in the 
development of little boys. It 
provides an imaginative re- 
lease about firemen and dad- 
dies and all the actions little 
boys fantasize about." 


"Toys can be facilitating 


to a child's development," 
said Dr. Kagan author of the 
Bible of psychology text- 
books, "Child Development 
and Personality," now In Its 
third edition. "They allow a 
child, not having the expe- 
rience otherwise, to practice 
adult roles. They persuade 
him he is capable of meeting 
his standards and increasing 
his expectancy of success."
